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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to the amendment filed on February 18, 2005. 
After a search and a thorough examination of the present application and in light 

of the prior art made of records, claims 1 , 3 - 6, 8 - 1 0, 1 6 - 22, and 26 - 30 are 
allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. The prior art made of records does not teach or fairly suggest the combination of 
elements as recited in each of Applicant's claims 1,16 and 21. More specifically, prior 
art of records does not teach or fairly suggests "organizing the requests on each queue 
in a first and a second sequence, each sequence comprising a set of requests whose 
offsets are monotonically increasing within the respective sequence, and wherein the 
act of creating a plurality of queues comprises timestamping each of the created 
queues, and wherein the act of activating a first of said plurality of queues comprises 
selecting a queue to be activated based on the timestamps of the respective queues". 
The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification and are also allowed.
